lynched him. No resistance was made 
to the mob. 


Owing to threats of lynching earlier in 


the day mi extra force of twelve men 
wiia put inside of the jail mid another 
force outside. A scout sent out to 
Mount Ziou early in the night reported 
everything quiet there mid fears of 
•trouble were about given up, thuugh 
500 curious people stood around the jail 
all night, unwilling to iinea the cliunt'e 
of u ?fiisution. 


About 3 o'clock twenty-live armed 


men inarched to the jail in a solid body, 
•demand ing admission. 
This was re- 


fused and the wooden ouUido door was

looked on without it protest. 


Once inside the lyncew demanded the 


ki-ys which the guards declared they did 
not have, when the lynchers at once set 
tu work on the iron door with a cold 
chisel and opened it in twenty minutes, 
Then came the «teel door which resisted 
another twenty in mutes. Meantime :i 
great crowd of citizens had gathered oiit- 
sidi; and looked on. 


The city marshal appeared and forced 


his way inside, but was kicked in the 
stomach by the lyuchera and hustled out, 
alter which he ulao subsided. 


Finally the lynehers reached the cell 


offthe negro, whose name was Sam Bush . 
They put a leather strap around his 
neck, took him to a telegraph post un- 
der the glare of an electric li»!it, gavt:
